The object of the eminent Maestro Vaccai, in writing 
this Method, was to furnish an easy and attractive course 
of instruction in Vocal Music, which would be brief 
and yet comprehensive, and which he designed espe¬ 
cially for those, who desire to have a knowledge of sing¬ 
ing, but who have neither time nor inclination to pursue 
a long and tedious course of study in Solfeggio exercises.

The exercises upon each interval are given in the 
form of original songs, romanzas, etc., with Italian and 
English words, thus combining delightful recreation and 
pleasure with progressive study.
